84 PER CENT USED FOR GRAIN 


The* corn crop in Rush county av ­ 
eraged forty-nine bushels per acre, 
according to the Nov ember crop re­ 
port issued by G. C. Bryant, Indi­ 
ana agricultural statistician. The av ­ 
erage in tris county last 
year was 
forty-eight 
bushels. The crop 
did 
not yield as heav ily as expected earlv 
in the season, when prospects were 
pood for an av erage of more than 
titty bushels. 


Few counties in Indiana, the crop 
report shows, av eraged 1 Hitter than 
fifty bushels to the acre. 
One of
